As McNamara landed in 
Paris French officials were 
leaking the news that their 
country would pull out of the 
1966 “paper” exercise known 
as Fallex. 

This week-long NATO ma- 
noeuvre in Europe tests corn- 
munications links and the 
speed of decisions based on 
the U.S. concept of a gradu- 
ated response to any attack 
on Europe until the true in- 
tentions of the aggressor can 
be determined. 

In 1964 De Gaulle made it 
quite clear that he did not 
think much of Fallex because 
he holds true to the, qtrategy 
of an immediate massive re- 
taliation against any attack. 

So the French chose the eve 
of the conference to indicate 
that they would not, take part, 
except for a few key units 
essential to the exercise. 

This caused such a flurry 
of headlines that within two 
days French Defence Minis- 
ter Pierre Messmer toid some 
ofthis NATO colleagues the 
decision had not yet been 
made and France might take 
part in Fallex after al.

Side-Effect 


A psychological side-effect 
of this discussion was the clear 
recognition Yhat France is 
indeed a nuclear power. 

“The force de frappe will 
certainly have to be coordin- 
ated at some stage,”’ said Hell- 
yer. “Tt is a fact thet France 
is a nuclear power and it has 
to bevaccepted as: such."’ 
~ Finally, the United States 
wound up the conference by 
assuring its allies it had no in- 
tention of cutting back its 
stockpiles of nuclear warheads 
in Europe. There had been 
reports recently that Wash- 
ington would be withdrawing 
warheads with a view to “‘de- 
nuclearizing’’ Europe, but Me- 
Namara squelched that—idea 
firmly 

No one can forecast whether 
it was merely tactical politics 
and a December election 
which dictated the somewhat 
agreeable approach of France 
at this particular meeting. At 
least de Gaulle cannot be ac- 
cused of rejecting anything 
out of hard.
